"In early life he went on whaling voyages, and incidents of hair-breadth 
escapes ara related among his descendants, e.g., that once his boat was 
thrown so high by a whale, that tha men in another boat, a mile distant, 
could see the horizon under it.® 

In 1785, he was wrecked off Tarvich, and barely escaped with his life. 

From an old and dilapidated paper preserved in the family, I copy: 

" The Particulars of the NARVTICH TRAGNDY." 

"Earvich, County of Barnstable, April 8, 1785. 

t Or the morning of the Lord's Day last, a most melancholy --------~ 
and Provincetown. The Particulars of the unhappy and sorrowful accident 

ie are as follows, vis: 

fe. " A Schooner partly owned and commended by ir. Nathan Atwood, sailed 
Pas from this harbour about six o'clock in the morning, bound to the above 
ae place; but they had not been on their passage long before a plank started, 
as is imagined, and she gained wator so fast, that before ten o'clock the 
jij-fated vessel, and unfortunate Schooner sunk down the tottom head 
foremost, not leaving the lest liscovery of even the top of the masts, 
having on board Mr. Wathan Atwood, ani Mrs. Mary Atvood his wife, and 

- Wr. Heman Finney, her brother. A little tims before she foundered, Mr. 
Jonathan Sears, and Mr. Cyrenius Freeman, fot a raft, which they made of 
some boards, and started for the shore which was at the distance of some 
three miles, but Mr. Freeman being very much bruised and chilled, ( as 
these unhappy Persons vere on the raft almost rine hours,) expired just 
before he reached the shore, an: Mr. Sears was almost expired when he 
arrived, being scarce able to extricate himself from the surf, which he 
happily effected by crawling (though already much bruised and exhausted 
with the cold), on his hands and knees several rods, the surf breaking 
over his head several times, before he could get clear of it, after which 
he was obligedto travel in that wretched manner near a mile befors he 
coul’ ?‘4co-sr any building. The first he met with wes a barn, that . 
fortunately for him, belonged to a good Samaritan, Mr. Samuel Hopkins of 
Truro, the owner of which found him in that deplorable state, bruised 

and exhausted, almost to death, and hed he not received immediate relief, 
which was afforded to him with the utmcest humanity, tenderness, and com 
passioh, he must have unavoidably perished in a few hours. 

Mr. John Clarke, got on another raft, but it being very windy, thoy 
parted from each other, in a short time after they set out, and Mr. Sears 
sav no more of him, but supposed he perished soon after. The wreck was 
not seen from the shore, as it was very foggy, at the time this sorrowfyl 
affair happened, or perhaps some assistance might have been given to the 
people. One thing we think worthy of remark, and which seems to make 
this truly Tragical Scene most affectirg, is, the almost unparalled 
coniugal affection showad by Mr. Atwood, one of the unhappy sufferers 
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to his equally iNatveased mate, which being so rare an instance of mag« 
oo nanimity, fortitude and a cheerful resignation to the divine will of the 
pee Almighty, that we cannot omit to record it on this Sheet, as we think 
2 his conduct an honour to human nature, and ought to be handed down to 
Posterity, as it will serve to show that thera is yet remaining in this 
Western Hemispheres, some private virtue, founded in a recard to the 
Fair Sex; as we find many instances transmitted to us in the Mistory of 
the Oriental World. Mr. Atwood on perceiving the vessel sinking, jumped 
on to one of the rafts, that was prepared alongside of her, but on hearing 
the bitter shrieks and piercing cries of his dear Comfort, the Friend 
of his bosom, and the other poor drowning souls, which seomed to reach 
to Heaven, and who were on the vergs of sternity, and begging for mercy 
from God, he, like some of the ancient Branist women, when showing their 
affection for their departing Husbands, haroickly jumped back again into 
the sinking vessel, chusing rather to perish with har who had been the 
Partner of his joy, and affliction, than to have the anxiety and horror 
of mind in beholding so shocking and afflicting a Scene, and not having 
it in his power to alleviates her distrass."
